Latin America, conttary to popular 
belief, cannot truly be mea to be Ro- 
man Catholic, Upon verbal admis- 
. sion of well-informed Romanists in 
Puerto Rico, less than twenty-five 
per cent of the people of this island 
are practicing Christians and this in- 
cludes not only Roman Catholics but 
Pentecostals and various other forms 
of Protestantism. There is a Roman 
Church in every town, but two-thirds 
of the people live in rural districts 
where practically no work was done 
by the Roman Church. The same 
condition prevails in the country dis- 
tricts of all Central and South Amer- 
ica. | 

On the other hand, for thirty 
years the Episcopal Church has made 
rural work its chief concern and many 
missions in the mountains have been 
established and served by resident 
priests.

St. Paul did not die 
until A. D, 65, and other Apostles 
catried on for many more years. 
When Christianity came to Brit- 
ain, and the old British Church was 
set up, the Papacy as we know it 
had not yet developed. The Bishops 
of Rome were still no different from 
all the other Bishops, and nobody 
had ever thought of St. Peter as “‘the 
First of the Popes and the Vicar of 
Christ on earth.” In fact, there. is 
no solid evidence that he was in 
Rome at any time. Perhaps, only 
perhaps, he died there along with 
St. Paul, But it is certain that he 
neither established Christianity 
there, nor was the Church's first Ro- 
man Bishop. The name of Rome's 
first Bishop was Linus, that of its 
second Clement. But Rome, as the 
capital of that mighty totalitarian 
Empire, was politically the most im- 
portant city in the civilized world. 
Men looked to it for leadership in 
almost everything. And in the course 
of the centuries—about as late as the 
Seventh—the Bishops of Rome, po-. 
litically powerful and often having 
the support of the ruling Emperors — 
and other astute men, gradually 
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usurped the privileges of othet Bish- 
ops and finally came into control of 


_ most. of the historic Church. Cer: 


tainly some of the Bishops of Rome 
were less ambitious because they 
were more saintly. Gregory the 
Great, for instance, who sent St. 
Augustine to England in A. D. 597, 
was horrified by what he called “the 
blasphemous” idea that any Bishop 
should presume to name himself “the 
Vicar of Christ.” Of course, one 
vast section of the Church never did 
succumb to these claims of the Popes, 
for the Greek Orthodox communion 
always sustained its original inde- 
pendence. To a high degtee the 
British Church, later to be known as 
the Church of England, did so too. 
England’s Bishops and Kings were 


always fighting against what they —
